James Russell Lowell eulogized Mrs, Childs’ 
work in his “A Fable for Critics.” 

_ An ardent Abolitionist, Mrs. Child published 
the first book written on the subject of freeing 
the slaves. It was “An Appeal for That Class 
of Americans Called Africans,” published in 
1883, and William ENery Channing made a spe- 
cial trin to Roxbury to thank her for it. A pro- 
lific writer, Mrs. Child.also produced "rhe Moth- 
erst Book” (1831); “The Ladies’ Family Library” 
(1882-5); the series of “Flowers for Children” 
(1844, 1S46, 1875); “The Progress of Religictis 
Ideas” (1855), and “Autumnal Leaves” (1856). 
The “long life of Lydia Maria Child, in which is 


‘distilled a definite fraction of American senti- 


ment and moral enthusiasm” came to an end on 
Wetober 20, 1880. Critics are not always in 
agreement as to her “pilace in American litera- 
ture” but her nume is remembered by the Ameri- 
can people each year at Thanksgiving time when 
they repeat the familiar lines: “Over the river 
and through the wood, ete.” 

Almost as well known, if not so frequently 
quoted, ts the Thanksgiving poem written by an- 
other New Englander’ who wus. one of Mrs, 
Child’s Abolitionist friends and a favorile. poet 
‘generation of Americans—John 
Greenleaf Whittier. It is his :

Conestoga Wagon Drivers 


First to Keep toe Right 


Why do American drivers keep to 

the right instead of to the left as in - ; 
England and some Continental coun- 
tries? In the new Columbia Uncyclo- 
pedia’ drivers of. the famous Cones- 
toga Wagons are credited with origi- 
nating the custom because they rode 
the left wheel horse. The wagons, 
often cailed “ships of inland. com 
merce,” carted freight over the Alle- 
gheny mountains before the rail« 
roads were bullt in 1850. — 
The Conestoga wagon originated. 
in Pennsylyvunia before the Revolu- 
tion, according to the encyclopedista.

Now, because of developments with- 
in the past. few weeks, I propose to 
discuss another phase of: these attacks 
on the Constitution and their concealed 
purpose. Frankly, I cannot avoid the 
conclusion that many of the criticisms 


of -ovr: Constitution have ‘as ‘ their’ 


main objective the clipping of wings 
of the Supreme. court of the United 
States, I am. convinced that many of 
| the demands for amendment of: the 
Constitution to permit broader latitude 
by congress are nothing more nor less 
than a disguised move to take away 
some of the independence which the 
court has and which, in my. opinion, 
it ought always to possess. Further, 
TI. have no doubt that these “borings 
from within” represent the activities of. 
those Individuals of whom there are 
thousands. who are not in sympathy 
with our. form of government. So, if 
I.am_to serve my purpose as your ob- 
Server in Washington, I would fall 
short of my duty were I not to. say 
that Jn the election of the next con- 
gress lies the answer whether: we will 
retain our Constitution and our tradi- 
tions a8.a republic or whether we-will 
———lapse into some form. of state social- 


ism or of a: proletarian 
akin to that of: Russia. 
: ee 8 < 
It was back in 1904 that the late 
Chief Justice Edward Douglas White— 
"a former United 
“States senator from 
the Democratic 
South and a former 
Confederate soldier—felt it necessary 
‘te. make a public observation about 
the work of our highest legal tribunal. 
At that time there were certain at- 
tacks and criticisms being heard, none 
of a direct nature, to the general ef- 
fect that the Supreme: court followed 
the majority opfnion of the nation’s. 
population. There were likewise veiled 
remarks that. the Supreme court at- 
tempted ‘to usurp power which was not 
Sts own, Strangely, present-day crit- 
fcism and attacks have. had much the 
same flavor. To those of that day, 
Chiet Justice. White sald: 
“No instance ‘is afforded from the 
foundation of the’ government where 
an act.which was withifi a* power con-

ferred, was declared to be repugnant. 


to the Constitution because it appeared 
to the judicial mind that the partic. 
ular assertion of constitutional power 
was either unwise or unjust.” 

‘Thave heard, and no doubt you have 
heard, assertions by unthinking people 

* to the effect that since the court: has 
’ held some New Deal laws unconstitu- 
tional, it was simply old-fashioned, out 
dated, or as.Mr. Roosevelt said, its de- 
cisions’ were taking us back to the 
“horse and buggy days.” Of course, 
anyone who has observed the Supreme 
court; anyone who. has studied tta:pre- 
cepts and examples; anyone who has 
‘ gonsidered the soundness of its logic 
’ and philosophy, cannot help reaching a 
conclusion that the Supreme court ‘is 
: pot now. and never has-been an agency 
.of government that js susceptible to 
“the effects of rabble rousing or:is In- 
fluenced by suddenly developed waves 
of public opinion. It haS consistently 
adhered to the principle of interpret- 
jing laws and administering ‘justice 
without regard for the effect of its de- 
elsions upon the political plans or 
aspirations of Individuals or groups. 

I do-not believe that a ‘drive to Hmit 
-the power of the Supreme court or, use 
it in any other way than as the Con- 
-etitation’s drafters intended will be suc- 
cessful, Many people with whom I have 


come in contact, however, anticipate a-
